Philadelphia, October 23.—The final ses- 
sion of the conference of the Missionary 
Council] of the Protestant Episcopal 
shurch were held today. Important ques- 
tions were discussed, and the impression 
prevailed among the delegates that much 
had been accomplished toward the im- 
provement of. the misisionary branch of 
the church. The bishops, who have taken 
an active interest in the proceedings, 
were absent from the afternoon session, 
owing to a meeting of the house of 
bishops, called to elect a bishop for the 
diocese of Salina, Kan. 2

tain methods for meeting the apportion- 
ments.

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PUT IN TRACKS 


Disagreement Over Central's 
Right of Way Settled Out 
of Court. 


CAPTAIN E. P. HOWELL 
ACTED FOR THE CENTRAL 


He Brought Officials Together and 
as a Result Work of Enlarging 
thé West End Tunnel Will 
Be Pushed Forward 
Rapidly. 


The disagreement between the Central 
of Georgia railroad and the Georgia Rail- 
way and Electric Company over the use 
of the Central's right of way on Peters 
street has been settled out of court and 
the work of enlarging the culvert under 
the railroad tracks will proceed with all 
haste, 

A settlement of the differences was ef- 
fected through Captain Evan P. Howell, 
who brought the officers of the two com- 
panies together and arranged the cond! 
tions which proved satisfactory to both 
parties. The Central's interests were left 
entirely in the hands of Captain Howell 
and the agreemerit was signed by him 
yesterday at the time it was signed by 
representatives of the street railway com- 
pany. 

It will be remembered that the Central 
began the construction of a sfdetrack 
on its right of way between Park street 
and the site of the old signal station. 
This portion of the right of way the 
street railway company had expected 
to use in laying its double tracks from 
the tunnel to Park street. The street 
railway company secured an injunction 
to prevent the Central from using the 
right of way, and the indications were 
favorable for a long legal contest. 

Captain Howell, upon his return to the 
city last Saturday, induced President 
Egan, of the Central, to visit Atlanta 
and enter into a consultation with the 
street railway people. The ground was 
visited and it was found that there 
would be room for all three tracks on 
the right of way. President Egan re- 
turned to Savannah, leaving Captain 
Howell a letter authorizing him to make 
an agreement for the Central. 

As a result the street railway company 
will place its outer track close to the 
street curbing and the inner track as 
near the outer track as possible. This 
will give the railroad sufficient room for 
its sidetrack. It was manifestly impos- 
sible to run the street car tracks out 
into Peters street without destroying the 
street as a right of way for vehicles. The 
property owners objected to the tracks 
being placed in the streets and it would 
have been necessary for vehicles to cross 
the double tracks twice in a distance of 
900 feet. 

The agreement reached yesterday is 
satisfactory to both parties and the work 
of laying the tracks will be resumed to~- 
day. This will be good news to the

BEFORE TROOPS ARRIVED

Captain Smith and Atlanta Boys Foun# Sixteen-Year-Old Ben Brown Swaying 
When They -Reached Tallapoosa--Mrs. Henry Dees, the Victim of the 
Negro, Is in a Critical Condition. 


Tallapoosa, Ga., October 23.—(Special.)— 
Ben Brown, a lé-year-old negro, was 


lynched near here tonight for assaulting 
Mrs. Henry Dees. 

The negro was ‘hanged from the iron 
bridge which spans the Tallapoosa river 
and his body riddled with bullets. 

The troops sent here by Governor Can- 
dler arrived too late, as the negro had 
been lynched some time when their train 
reached here, 

About noon Ben Brown stopped at the 
home of Mrs. Henry Dees, 3 miles out, 
and asked for something to eat. He then 
assaulted tae woman, choking and threat- 
ening to kill her. Her outcry aroused 
the nearest neighbor ‘and the negro fied, 
but was run down by John William Bent- 
ly .and J. G. Gay, who brought him to 
Tallapoosa with a rope around his neck 
at 1 o’clock and placed him in the cala- 
boose barely in time to save him from 
armed pursuers. 

Anotner band with rifles and shotguns 
soon followed, headed by Caleb Smith, 
Mrs. Dees’ father, determined on having 
the negro. 

Mayor Hutchens, Rev. Mr. Shankle and 
the best citizens counseled ‘order. The 
mayor telephoned Judge Jones and se- 
cured a promise that he would convene 
court next Monday to try the negro. On 
the strength of this pledge Smita calmed 
down and went home, but later he re- 
turned with a greater crowd, announcing 
that Mrs. Dees was hardly expected to 
live. 

Mayor Hutchens had previously wired 
the governor for troops, anticipating the 
inevitable. The troops were promised, 
but failed to arrive by the first train,

The soldiers 
had to march back to the city, where 
they are quartered tonight. This ig the 
first lynching that has ever occurred ‘in 
this vicinity and the citizens profoundly

Thirty-Three Men Sent by Order of 
Governor To Protect Negro 
from Lynching. 
Thirty-three men of the Fifth regiment, 
Georgia state troops, from Companies A, 
D, C and K, left last evening aft 6:16 
o'clock for Tallapoosa, by order of the 
governor, to protect Ben Brown, the ne- 
gro charged with attempted criminal as- 
sault upon Mrs. Henry Dees, at that 
place, to protect the prisoner from being 

lynched. j 

Burton Smith, adjutant of the regiment, 
with titie of captain, commanded the 
troops, while Captain E. E. Pomeroy and 
Captain Frank Smith were also with the 
soldiers. 

At 1:50 o’clock yesterday afternoon the 
following telegram, addressed to the gov- 
ernor, was received at the executive of- 
fice at the. capitol: 

“Can you send a company of militia 
here tonight? Leave at 4:10 p. m. Man 
arrested for criminal] assault. Crowd pre- 
paring to lynch him. 


G. R. HUTCHESON, 
**‘Mayor.”’ 


Tiirty-five minutes later another tele- 
gram, reading as follows, was received: 
“Danger is imminent. Can company be 


hurried? G..R. HUTCHESON, 
' ““Mayor.”’ 
As soon as this information was re- 
ceived, Governor Candler immediately 
communicated with Burton Smith, adju- 
tant of the Fifth regiment. Mr. Smith 
announced that he would have his men 
ready in thirty minutes. Captain Smith 
‘arrived at the depot about 5 o’clock, in 
uniform, and stated to the reporters that 
he had secured men from four companies. 
After communicating with Mr. Smith 
‘the governor wired Mayor Hutcheson to 
the effect that troops would be ready 
in half an hour. He ordered the sheriff 


to protect the prisoner at all hazards.

JUDGE HARLAN 
STOPS A SCRAP 


Member of United States Su- | 


preme Court Quiets Sopho- 
mores and Freshmen, 


SEIZED THE SOPH LEADER 
BY THE SCRUFF OF NECK 


And Dragged Him Away—When the 
Youngsters Realized the Physi- 
cal Power of the Justice 
They Quickly Ceased 
To Fight. 


Washington, October 23.—Justice Har- 
lan, of the United States supreme court, 
who is a member of the faculty of the 
Columbian university law school in this 
city, last night interfered and prevented 
a class fight between the freshmen ami 
sophomores. Justice Harlan is a giant 
in stature and, although 69 years of age, 
he is still vigorous and active, golf being 
one of his daily exercises. The young- 
sters were no match for him when he en- 
tered the arena. 

The anticipated contest was the result 
of the announcement of the freshmen that 


it would hold its first meeting last night in | 


Jurisprudence hall. The announcement 
acted as a suggestive challenge to the 
sophomores to break up the meeting if 
possible. After the regular lecture of the 
evening, the first year men undertook to 
open their meeting when the sophomores 
made a charge against the door of the 
hall. 

At this point Justice Harlan appeared 
and in a commanding voice ordered the 
The sophomores paused 
for a moment, but were evidently not 
disposed to obey the order, for they imme- 
Giately began a second assault. It was 
then that the eminent jurist took a per- 
sonal hand tn the fray. He reached over 
the heads of the assaulting party and seiz- 
ing the leader of the forces by the collar, 
dragged him from the pile. The jurist 
then directed the second year men to dis- 
perse with the desired result.

Dangerous Conditions Delay the 
Resumption of Work 


It Will Be Weeks Before Some of the 
Mines Resume—Union Engineers 
Are Being Turned Down 
by the Mine 
Bosses. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., October 23.—The re- 
sumption of mining throughout the an- 
thracite region was not as genera] today 
as was expected. Unlooked for difficul- 
ties were encountered in the shape of 
water and accumulated gas, and danger- 
ous roofs which threatened to fall ané 
entomb the workers also were discovered 
The mine superin- 
tendents would take no chances and the 
mining of coal was put off until all 
parts of the underground workings can 
be made safe. This will take a few days 
yet, and in some cases it wil) take weeks 
before some of the mines can be put in 
full operation. 

Although work was carried on in some 
mines which are not considered in the 
vest of condition, no accidents were tee 
ported today. In quite a few of the col- 
Heries the machinery and 
else connected with the hoisting of coal 
acted badly and it was found necessary 
to close down after steam had been) 
raised and the miners were ready to go 
to work. From reports received from 
the entire anthracite region, the num- 
ber of mines in operation is given as a 
little less than two-thirds of the total, 
number, but the output of coal was less. 
than half the normal. 

Trouble for Engineers. 

As was to be expected, there was more 
or less dissatisfaction among the old em-. 
ployees over the reopening of the mines. 
Where it was decided not to resume work 
for a few days the men took it that the 
coal companies did not want their serv- 
ices, and many complaints reached Pres- 
ident Mitchell's headquarters. But as ths 
day wore on and the true situation be-; 
came know. there was a better feeling 
all around. President Mitchell expects 
when all the mines get in operation there 
will be less complaint. Until all the col- 
Heries do resume there will be more or 
less idle men airing their discontent. 

It looks as though the union engineers 
were going to have some difficulty get- 
ting back their old places. At nearty 


every mine where the striking engineers 


made application for work today they 
were told there were no vacancies. A 
large number of carpenters ate. also out 
in ‘the cold. A delegation of carpen 
waited on President Mitchell . toda 
told him of their grievances. Thé chief 
of the miners’ union advised his callers. 
to wait a few.days and see if emgloy-' 
ment would not be offered them. Prest- 
dent Mitchell believes that when general 
resumption takes place there will be few 
of the mine employees idle. The firemen 
are being taken back in larger numbers 
than any of the other steam men. That 
is because they are experienced and théy 
take the places of men who are not so, 
capable. The only friction reported he- 
tween union and nonunion men was at 
several collieries in the Wyoming region, 
where the miners objected to being low- 
ered into the mines by nonunion en- 
gineers. , 

President Mitchell was busy at head- 
quarters today getting the miners’ side 
of the case in shape for presentation to 
the arbitration board.

WITH AMERICA 


New Minister of King Al- 
.. fonso Presents His -Cre- 
dentials to Roosevelt. 


ROOSEVELT IS ASSURED 
‘THAT SPAIN IS FRIENDLY 


Minister Ojeda Says His Country Is 
Anxious To Create a Mutual 
Solidity of Interest Which 
Will Be a ¢ ‘arantee 
of Peace. 


Washington,“ October 23.—Senor Don 
Emilio dé Ojeda, the recently appointed 
minister of Spatn to the United States, 
farmally “ptesented his credentials to 
'President Roosevelt today. 
Accompanjed by the first secretary of 
the Spanish Tegation, Minister Ojeda was 
received at thé white house by Secretary 
of State John Hay, who conducted him 
directly to the president. After the usual 
exchange of felicitous addreses, the pres- 
ident and Senor Ojeda chatted pleasantly 
for a few minutes. 

Minister Ojeda's address.in part was as 
foilows: 


“The friendly relations.which have of 
old time existed between Spain and the 
United States having been‘trenewed upon

Washington, October 23.~-The interstate 
commerce commission today ‘gave a ‘hear- 
ing in the case of Martens against the 
Leuisville and Nashville railroad, involvy- 
ing charges of discrimination in tariffs 
in the dJumber ‘traffic ‘between - Tennessée 
points and Detroit, Mich. The complaint 
charges that the defendant road’s rates 
in lumber from Fountain Head, Gallatin, 
Pilot Knob and St. Blaise, Tenn., to De- 
troit, are 22 cents per 100 pounds, while 
for the longer distance from Nashville 
the rate is 20 cents: . | 

Counsel charged today that this differ- 
ence in tariff schedules prejudiced the 
interests of the complainant and gave 
Nashville shipments the preference, and 
that the road thus violated the interstate 
commerce law. The defense argued that 
the difference in rates was warranted 
by the competitive conditions, which did 
not exist at the other Tennessee points, 
citing the steamboat competition on the 
Cumberland river, in which Nashville is 
located. 


CLAMOR FOR MORE WAGES. 


Thirty Thousand Employees To Make 
Demands on Railroads. . 

Oakland, Cal., October 23.—According to 
the interviews with union men a demand 
will be made upon the Southern Pacific 
within the next thirtv days for increased 
wages,. which will affect more than 30,000 
employsées. Union officiais are loath to 
speak of their plans and purposes, but 
admitted that a concerted demand was 
being made not only upon the Southern 
Pacific Company, but upon twenty-two 
other roads west of Chicago for in- 
creased wages. During the last six 
months the membership of one union 
of Southern Pacific .employees has: in- 
creased over’ one hundred per cent. That 
organization is the United Brotherhood 
of Railway Employees. . 

It is estimated that before the first of 
the year on the Southern Pacific system 
alone there will be 25,000 members. . 

The chief cause of the demand is the 
increased cost of living. The men assert 
that they are paying 30 to 4 per cent 
more for house rent and the necessaries 
of life.

“As a race,” said Rev. H. H. Proctor, 
g we form. or-tenth of the nation and 
one-third of the south. We shall contrib- 
ute at least that proportion toward :tear- 
ing down or building up. There are seven 
million negroes in the South, and of these 
at least 4,000,000 are outside of any church 
—as many as were set free a generation 
ago. One-half the black race is un- 
churched and one-half of the existing 
churches are totally incompetent to meet 
the religious needs of their members. 
Fully one-half of the ministers are met 
unprepared, mentally and spiritually, 1 
‘properly minister to the people. ( 

‘No other denomination has built a 


church and the new negro. Unless it be 
filled we shall reap a crop of black infi- 
dels. The best way to fill that breach is 
to multiply Congregational churches in 
thessouth. The young negro today is do- 
ing an immense amount of thinking. H-2 
is thinking on questions of religion. Un- 
less the church can answer the deep ques- 
tions he is pondering and propounding, 
he will turn away from it.” . 


Address of Gladden. 


In his annual address today President 
Gladden said:

Disfranchisement of .Negroes. 

“Those measures by ‘Which, in most of 
the southern states, the negro has been 
practically disfrarnchided, represent an 
ominous, but not permanent téndency. 
The disfranchisement of--ignorance or of 
moral worthlessness. ia;pnot to be depre- 
cated, but the drawing of. the .line of 
political privilege hetween the ignorant 
white man and the ignorant black man 
is a wrong that cannot enduré. It can 
only be justified ‘by the deliberate pur- 
pese to reduce thé racé-toa subject on- 
Ciliion. The southern ople aré essen- 
tially a chivalrous people;.and they can't 
build their citizenship on any measure 
of injustice to the weak. They must 
prevail because this is a Christian age

New York, October 23.—A strong point 


of. Roland B. Molineux today when Jus- 
tice Lambert ruled out the Barnett. let- 


ters. Justice Lambert decided that as 
evidence the letters just excluded were 
improper, but that he was willing to ad- 
mit them simply as a standard of com- 
parison in handwriting. The counsel for 
the defense was highly pleased with this 
decision, Which is in line with that.of the 
court of appeals, which held that the 
testimony relative to the letters, given at 
the first trial, was irrelevant. 

John B. Adams, of the Knickerbocker 
Athletic Club, was the first witness today. 
Molineux was a director of the ‘club, 
while Cornish was athietic director. Mol- 
ineux was getting up an amateur circus 
and complained that Cornish refused to 
get the horizontal bare Molineux wanted, 
and, as a consequence, Molinéeux’s life 
was endangered every time he practiced. 
Adams identifial the much discussed Cor- 
nish-Weeks letter, in which Cornish, writ- 
ing to Wefers, the sprinter, declared that 
Bartow 8S. Weeks, president of the New 
York Athletic Club, would do any sort 
of dirty work, ani that he, Cornish, would 
‘never let up’’ until he ‘‘got even with 
him.” 

| Why Molineux? 

The letter was shown to Molineux and 
he made it the grounds of a formal com- 
plaint against Cornish. Witness identi- 
fied Molineux’s letter of resignation from 
the club and another explaining that he 
resigned because he felt that his opposi- 
tion to a system that permitted an em- 
ployee to insult a gentleman would make 
him a disturbing element in the club’s 
membership. 

The defense conceded that both were 
written by Molineux. 

Gustav Kutnow identified the letter 
written by Elsie Gray, an employee of his 
firm, now dead, and found with a sample 
of the powder at 1620 Broadway. Felix 
Gallagher, who Cornish said he at first 
thought had written the Harpster letter, 
signed ‘“‘H. Cornish,”” was the next wit- 


ness. 
“Did you tell Molineux anything about

Paris, October 23—From an authorita- 
tive source the correspondent of the As- 
sociated Press has learned that France, 
Great Britain and Germany have con- 
cluded an agreement providing for the 
military evacuation of Shanghai by their 
forces» The negotiations have _ also 
brought about an important extension of 
the open door policy, as urged by Secre- 
tary Hay. 

The agreement affects not only Shang- 
hai, but the entire Yang-tse-kiang valley, 
which the powcrs are seeking to develop 
for commercial purposes. The date of the 
evacuation is still open, but a leading of- 
ficial of the foreign office expressed the 
belief that it will undoubtedly be accom- 
plished by January 1. About twelve hun- 
dred troops will participate in the evac- 
uation. : 

France initiated the negotiations, as it 
was felt that there was no further need 
for maintaining a military establishment 
at Shanghai. The first stages of the ne- 
gotiations resulted in an agreement on 
two points; the first was favorable to the 
evacuation, the second was that in case 
any power intended to resume the mili- 
tary occupation of Shanghai the other 
powers were equally entitled to resume 
its occupancy. Germany then proposed 
that China be asked for assurances of 
equality of treatment of the powers. Chi- 
na gave these assurances and the officials 
here say this branch of the agreement 
amounts to an extension of the open door 
policy in the Yang-tse valley. 

Although the nature of the commercial 
equality is not specified, the agreement is 
that the military and other rights of the 
powers shall be on an equal footing. The 
United States is*not a direct party to the 
negotiations, but hag been fully advised 
of the intentions of the three powers. At 
one stage of the negotiations Secretary 
Hay advised Foreign Minister Delcase, 
through Ambassador* Porter, that the 
United States government was in full 
sympathy with the plan and hoped for 
an early agfeement on the subject. The 
officials here say the United States shares 
in the benefits of the agreement as to 
equality of treatment. The date of the 
evacuation of Shanghai is expected to be 
settled in a few days. 


WILL TAKE MUNICIPAL BONDS 


Security for Deposits of the 
United States. 

Washington, October 23.—The treasury 
committee on state and municipal, bonds 
offered to the treasury department as se- 
curity’ for public deposits this morning de- 
cided it would consider, in addition to the 
securities authorized by state law for the 
investments of the savings banks of New 
York the bonds of any city in any state 
of the union to which the debt, exclusive 
of water debt and sinking fund, is less 
than 7 per cent of the valuation of the 
city, for the purpose of taxation. 

Application, it was directed, was to be 
accompanied by a statement of the latest 
available data concerning debt and valua- 
tion. The information furnished should 
show whether any-contests had ever aris- 
en concerning the legality of the bonds 
offered. In such a case a director of any 
court concerning their legality must be 
presented. . 

The treasury received this morning in 
bonds offered in substitution $171,000, 
bringing the total up to $14,285,000.

PROBABLY WOMAN IN THE CASE 


Theory as to Shooting of Head by Dr.

Pittsburg, Pa., October 2%.—Cnarles 
Bruce Head, the young bookkeeper who 
was shot on Tuesday night by Dr. Ellis 
Duncan, of Louisville, lies at the Wabash 
Tunnel camp in about the same condition 
as yesterday.

Makes Important Recommendations in Last Message 
. to Lawmakers--State’s Depot 
Property. 


Governor Candler’s last annual mes- 
Sage. to the legislature was read in both 
the senate and the house yesterday, and 
was listened to intently. by all the mem- 
bers. Copies of the message will be 
placed on the desk of each member for 
‘fis consideration, ; 

Governor Candler congratulates the 
legislature and thé state upon the gen- 
erally prosperous and otherwise satisfac- 
tory conditions that prevail everywhere, 
and said that the state’s institutions are 
all in good shape and doing well and 
efficiently the work for which they were 
intended. 

Speaking of the treasury situation the 
governor says: 

“The total receipts at the treasury for 
the fiscal year ending September 30 were 
$3,886,163, and the total disbursements for 
the same period $4,106,706. This excess 
of disbursements over receipts is due to 
the fact that in order to pay as Tar as 
possible arrearages due teachers, and to 
pay new pensioners admitted to tae rolls, 
for whose payment no provision had been 
made, the general assembly at its last 
session authorized the use in payment of 
the interest on the bonded debt of a part 
of the money accumulated in the treasury 
in the past from the sale of public prop- 
erty. The amount thus applied was $325,- 
880. But for this extraordinary disburse- 
ment the receipts would have exceeded 
the disbursements $219,532.”

“Tae aggregate taxable value of all the 
property in the state, including railroads, 
is $467,417,180. This is an increase over last 
year of: $10,755,749. The rate of taxation 
for the present year was fixed by the 
governor and comptroller general at 
$5.30 on $1,000. This rate will yield a suf- 
ficient amount to meet all ordinary de- 
mands on the treasury for the next year. 

“It is. gratifying to be able to report 
to the representatives of the people that 
the rapid advance in the state’s rate of 
taxation, which began in 1883, when tne 
tax rate was $2.50 on $1,000, and culmi- 
nated in 1898 at $6.21, the highest rate 
ever paid by the people of Georgia, has 
been, as elsewhere stated, arrested and, 
indeed, reduced during the last four years 
to an average of $§.301-2 per thousand. 
This is a saving to the taxpayers of $1,- 
600,000 in four years, $1,600,000 less than 
they wduld have paid aad the rate re- 
mained $6.21. This reduction has been 
rendered possible notwithstanding large- 
ly increased appropriations for pensions 
and schools and special appropriations 
for new buildings at the university, the 
School of Technology and the state sani- 
tarium, partly by the most rigid economy 
in other public expenditures and partly 
by the increase-in the property returned 
for taxation.’’ 

The State University. 

Speaking of the state university tne 
governor says it “is perhaps in a better 
condition, is doing better work and is 
more largely patronized than at any time 
in the past. The two new buildings pro- 
vided for by..your predecessors at their 
first session, Candler hall and Denmark 
hall, were both rapidly pushed to com- 
pletion, and are two of the handsomest 
buildings on the campus and afford ample 
accommodation fof, the largely increised 
number of students in attendance on tae 
schools in Athens. The total numver of 
students of college grade in all of the 
schools of the university is, as the report 
of the president of the board of trus- 
tees shows, 2,018.’’ 

Governor Candler calls attention to the 
fact taat the new Soldiers’ home has 
been completed, and says of pensions: 

“The pension rolls still continue to 
grow, and unless taere is some modifica- 
tion of the pension laws it will be but a 
year or two till to meet their demands $1,- 
000,000 will be required. This year the ap- 
prepriation for all classes of pensioners 
amounted to $858,000; next year, according 
to the estimate of the commissioner of 
pensions, it will be about $880,000. That 
there are many names on the rolls which 
ought not to be‘there cannot be doubted, 
and some reforms in the pension laws 
should be made in order to .elimfnate 


them.’’ 
Misdemeanor Convicts. 


The governor specially urges upon the 
general assembly the importance of 
enacting some law for the preper govern- 
ment of the misdemeanor convicts. He 
calis attention to the many reports of 
abuses that come from these private mis- 
demeanor convict camps. To remedy 
these evils to which atteswtion has been 
frequently called, Governor Candler 
makes the following recommendations: 

“First, The law should be amended so 
as to legalize private chain gangs, ex- 
pressly authorizing the hiring of misde- 
meanor convicts to private parties as 
well as to counties, towns and cities. 

“Second, All convicts, misdemeanor as 
well as felony convicts, except those 
worked by counties according to law, 
‘should be put under the immediate and 
direct control of the state prison com- 
migsion, who should prescribe and en- 
force. the same rules and regulations for 
the working and management of _ a!l 
classes, and be allowed to employ and 
discharge all guards and physicians, 
whipping bosses and overseers, and to 
employ a sufficient number of prudent 
humane warders to visit at least once 
a month, end oftener if necessary, every 
camp in the state, and see ‘that the 
rules of the commission are properly ob- 
served and the convicts humanely 
streated. x 

‘Third, The fee system should be abol- 
ished.and all mcrey derived from the hire 
of misdemeanor convicts should be paid 
into the county treasury, amd all county 
judges and all solicitors should be paid 
salaries out of the county treasury. 
None of them should be dependent upon 
fees. ‘Thus the temptation to institute 
frivolous prosecutions and to. impose 
neavy fines asd exact exorbitant costs 
in trivial cases would be removed, and 
there would be n> ground to charge that 
any county court is run in the interest 
of the proprietcrs of private chain 


gangs.”’ .

S§tili your 
committee persevered and tried in every 
vay possible to remove the objections 
made to the state’s proposition, but to 
no effect. When 68ne objection was met 
another was raised, and nothing was eft 
for them to do but report the facts to 
the ger.eral assembly. 

“This failure of some of the roads te 
agree to the proposition of the state, 
whieh was substantially the proposition 
submitted by them to the state two yeara 
ego, is to be greatly regretted, since the 
removal of the union station from the 
present site on the state’s property takrs 
away from the state road much, per1ps 
one half, of its value. 

“To avert so great a loss two sugzges- 
tions have been made, one to so amend 
the act of the last legislature as to au- 
thorize the committee to -buihi without 
@nv contract with the roads as to the 
occupancy of the new structure. the 
other that the state extend her road 
now apparently at the mercy of other 
reds. to Savannah or Brunswick. Which 
of these alternatives, if either. the state 
should adopt. is a question for the repre- 
sentatives of the people to answer. Tn 
suffer her road to remain hbottlec ur will 
destroy its value and ¢reatly cripnle the 
schools of the state, which are «o largely 
svrported ont of the rental of the road.” 

Governor Candler strongly recommends 
the establishment of an inebriate asylum 
and a reform school for the care and 
maintenance of juvenile offenders. 

The governor calls attention to the fact 
that it has been a quarter of a century 
since the present state constitution was 
adopted. There are many changes which 
he thinks should be made in the constitu- 
tion, among the more important being: 

First, The restriction of the elective 
franchise and the elimination of the venal 
and ‘corrupt vote. 

Secondly, A constitutional provision giv- 
ing the legislature more ample power in 
dealing with trusts and corporate monop- 
oly. 

Third, A better and a safer method. of 
selecting judicial officers. 

Taxation of Franchises. 

On the subject of the taxation of fran- 
chises the governor, after discussing the 
question interestingly at some length, 
makes this recommendation: 

“I, therefore, recommend that a law be 
enacted making the aggregate market 
value of all stock and bonds of a railroad, 
partly or wholly in this state, the basis 
of taxation of such railroad when its 
stocks or bonds, or both, have a market 
value, and that when they have no mar- 
ket value the price at which the mate- 
rials in the road an@ equipment would 
probably sell if taken up and offered at 
auction as its true value, and that the’ 
proper officer of such companies be re- 
quired to return their property for taxa- 
tion upon this basis. The gar ogg ae 
general should have the same right he 
now has to raise the valuation put upon 
the road in the return, if, in his judg- 
ment, it is too low, and if the authorities 
of the road are not satisfied “with the 
valuation of the comptroller general they 
should be given the right of appeal to 
the state railroad commission, whose de- 
cision should be final. This would be 
better, more expeditious and cheaper than 
the present mode of arbitration. If any 
constitutional barrier is in the way of the 
enactment of such an arbitration law, the 
constitution should be amended to remove 


Governor Candler, speaking of property 
belonging to colleges and institutions of 
learning, says ‘it would seem that it 
behooves us to return to the enlighten- 
ed policy of the state, adopted before the 
war between the states, and from which 
we, without the knowledge of the people, 
unwittingly departed in 1877. At any rate, 
no harm can be done by submitting to the 
people an amendment of the constitution 
permitting the legislature to exempt from 
taxation the property of colleges the title 
to which is vested in a board of trustee 
solely for educational purposes, and no 
for individual gain. The people may be 
safely allowed to say at the ballot box 
if they can afford to trust the genera! 
assembly with such power. 

“Relieving that the welfare of the state 
would be promoted by such exemption. I 
recommend that an amendment of the 
constitution authorizing it be submitted to 
the people for their ratification or re- 
jection at the next general election.” 

The governor earnestly recommends 
that the governor be authorized to ap- 
point some fit and proper person, at a 
salary not to exceed $2,000 a -year, for 
not exceeding three years, to take charge 
of the work of collecting and preserving 
Georgia’s colonial records and cooperate 
with the ladies interested in the work 
in compiling and publishing the colonial, 
revolutionary and confederate records of 
the state, 

A Georgia Exhibit. 


Speaking of a Georgia exhibit at the 
St. Leuis exposition in 1904, the governor 
says: 

“If we aré to make any sort of a dis- 
play of our resources at the great expo- 
sition at St. Louis, we shoula make one 
that will be a credit to the state, other- 
wise we should make none. To make 
such a display as should be made money 
Should be appropriated to enable the 
commission to do it. in the past it has 
sometimes been urged that an appropria- 
tion for such a purpose would be uncon- 
stitutional, and this has been the excuse 
for the scanty appropriations for the 
Buffalo and Charleston expositions. But 
it was a lame excuse. If an appropria- 
tion of $1,000 could be made without vio- 
lating the constitution, ten thousand 
could have been appropriated. The truth 
is there is no constitutional inhftbition. 
The constitution declares that ‘the gen- 
eral axsembjy shall not, by vote, resolu-, 
tion or order, grant any donation or gra- 
tuity in favor of any person, corpora- 
tion or association.\| This is all. An ap- 
propriation from the state treasury to 
exhibit and advertise the resources of 
the state at a great exposition is not a 
donation or gratuity, and if it were, it 
is not made to ‘any person, 
Or association.’ It is simply the use by 
the state of the money of the state for 
thie benefit of the state. Georgia should 
exhibit her resources at this great expo- 
sition, and in order to enable her com- 
mission to make a : 
general assembly should appropriate an 
adequate amount for this purpose.”

LL BE ERECTED 


Waters of Kinchafoonee and 
Muckalee To Be Utilized, 


Great Dam Will Be Built at Big 
Shoals, Near Albany—Survey 
Has Been Made and“ Work 
Wiil Begin in Near 
Future, 


Albany, Gla., October 23.—-The: indica- 
tions are that at last the splendid water 
power which has been going to waste in 
Dougherty county for ages past is to be 
utilized. On the Kinchafoonee and Muck- 
alee creeks, just north of Albany, are 
several places that would make admirable 
sites for power plants. Power in practl- 
cally unlimited volume could be generated 
at either of these points and set to work 
turning the wheels of manufactories in 
and near Albany. 

Recently a retired capitalist had his at- 
tention called to the splendid undeveloped 
power on the Kinchafoonee and Muckalee 
crecks, and an engineer was sent to make 
a survey of the falls and rapids known as 
the “Big shoals,’ just two miles north of 
this city. The report of the engineer was 
favorable and now another expert, who 
makes a specialty of hydraulic work, 1s 
hére to make a detailed survey. He will 
investigate the field thoroughly and esti- 
miate the power to be secured by the erec- 
tion of a ten, fifteen or twenty-foot tiam. 

It is believed that the report of the 
engineer will be altogether favorable, and 
that the captalist whom he represents will 
in the very near future begin the erec- 
tion of a modern and extensive power 
plant. The shoals and fall referred to are 
in a short stream formed by the junction 
of the Muckalee and Kinchafoonee, and 
there is an immense volume of water to 
be utilized, Great interest is felt here in 
the capitalist’s project, as the develop- 
ment of the power would mean a great 
deal for Albany.

FORWARDED TO WASHINGTON 


Will Cost the Government About One 
Million and a Half—Plans of 
Improvements — Will An- 
nounce Successful 
Bidders. 


Savannah, Ga., October 23.—(Special.)—- 
Today, in the office of Captain C. E. Gil- 
lette, the bids for deepening the harbor 
at Savannah and giving the port 28 feet 
of water to the sea, and also for work 
in the Brunswick harbor, were opened 

The bids were in two lots. One was for 
the dredging of the upper part of the har 
bor, from the old water works to For 
Oglethorpe and the shoals opposite quar+- 
antine station, and contemplate the re- 
moval of 8,310,000 cubic yards of earth. 

The other was for the work in the lower 
part of the harbor, from the terminal] 
point of No, 1 to quarantine station and 
a portion of the Savannah river below 
Fort Pulaski and between the jetties. 
This embraced the removal of 2,800,000 
cubic yards. 

The Atlantic, Gulf and Pacific Compa- 
ny’s bid was 16.9 per cubic yard, and 
that of P. Sanford Ross was 17.5 cents. 

The work contemplates the expenditure 
of about $1,400,000, 

The bids for dredging Brunswick harbor 
were also opened at the same time. The 
bidders were the same as competed for 
the contract in .the Savannah harbor. 
The plan of the mprovement of the 
Brunswick harbor contemplates -the re- 
moval of 385,000 cubic yards of earth, and 
the bidders and bids were as follows: 
Atlantic, Gulf and Pacific Dredging Com- 
pany, 21 cents a cubic yard; Rittenhouse, 
Moore, 22 cents a cubic yards; Bowers 
Southern Dredging Company, 28 cents a 
cubic yard; Morris & Cummings, 20 cents 
a cubic yard; P. Sanford Ross, 20.9 a 
cubic yard. 

The bids will be sent on to Washington 
to the chief of engineers of the depart- 
ment and the one accepted by him will 
be returned to Captain Gillette, so that 
a contract can be had by the head of the 
department in this city with the success- 
ful bidder.

23-26th, desire to state to our many friends 
that we do not know anything about 
this movement. We have never been 
asked into a meeting relative to its 
workings. We do not know its object. 
The parties whose names are signed to 
all of their letters, circulars and adver- 
tising announcements are the only per- 
sons who know anything concerning the 
proposed congress. We are in the dark 
as to the aim, purpose and Intent of the 
meeting. We make. this statement in 
justice to our. many friends who con- 
tinually write and ask us concerning this 
meeting. : 

“The general public has not been con- 
Sulted as to whether such a congress was 
fadvisable. The concern seems to be an 
individual] move for personal gain.

After 
living togeth2r several years, she says, 
during which two children were born, 
who now themselves have children, Hun- 
ter. was convicted of some offense that 
secured him a term of five years in the 
penitentiary.

CHARGES WIFE WITH CRUELTY. 


Gus Tomlin, of Columbus, Files Suit 


for Divorce. 

Columbus, Ga., October 28.—(Special.)— 
Through his attorney, H. V. Hargett, 
Gus Tomlin, a mill operative, has filed 
a suit for divorce from his wife, Mrs. 
Ida Tomlin, in which the grounds fer 
the divorce, as set out, are rather novel. 

Tomlin alleges in his petition that he 
and Mrs. Ida Harden were married on 
the first Sunday. in August, 1901. He 
says that ‘‘on account of extreme cruel’ 
treatment”’. he was. forced to leaye his 
wife during the latter part of April, 1902. 

Petitioner states that at the time of 
his marriage he was ‘‘a mere boy,"’ being 
less than 17 years of age, and that Mrs. 
Harden was 45 years of age, with two 
children, one 10 and one 8 years of age. 
He says that he had not reached the age 
where his mind was matured, and where 
he could give the subject of matrimony 
the deep reéfiection that the importance 
of the step demanded, and goes on to 
allege that Mrs, Harden ‘‘did control and 
persuade your petitioner to become her 
husband,’”’ and that he ‘‘was married to 
her before he knew it.’’ 

He says that he married Mrs. Harden 
against the wishes of his father and 
mother; that after the marriage his wife 
“simply took charge of him and deprived 
him of all liberty whatever.’’ 

He alleges that his wife did not want 
him to visit hig parents; that she would 
scold him when he did; that she was 
abusive and threatened him with violence; 
that she was insanely jealous and would 
follow him to the factory where he 
‘worked; and that if he even spoke to 
another woman she would make it most 
unpleasant for him.

CONGRESS ON CONSUMPTION. 


Eminent Authorities on Pathology in 
Session in Berlin. 

Berlin, October 23.—About one hundred 
authorities on pathological research as- 
sembled in the Prussian parliament house 
today to hear and talk over the results of 
another year’s inquiries into the nature 
and treatment of consumption. Most. of 
those who have come to the congress 
from a dozen countries have something 
original to contribute. France is repre- 
sentad by twenty delegates from her 
scientific bodies and Germany by more.

The congress sent a telegram to the 
president of the United States and to all 
of the sovereigns of Europe expressing to 
each “as an {fllustrious patron for the 
prevention of tuberculosis, our grateful 
homage.”’ .

Three Tracks on One Street 
in. Montgomery. 


Property Owners Kick, but Street 
Railway People Show Authority 
in Franchise—City Attor- 
ney Resigns — Other 
Alabama News. 


Montgomery, Ala., October 23.—(Special.) 
The street car companies are getting 
what they want in Montgomery. The old 
company had all the franchises it wished 
and thought it had the town covered. 
Tae new companies got the balance, in- 
cluding the right to put a track for two 
blocks along Dexter avenue from _ the 
fountain toward the capitol, making three 
tracks on that great thoroughfare, which 
is the pride of every Montgomerian’s 
heart. 

Nothing was said about it until the 
work of construction got right up to the 
avenue, and taen the outcry began. As 
the two tracks of the old company are 
in the middle, the third track lies near the 
northern sidewalk, and property owners 
are making a great kick. The city coun- 
cil has been appealed to in vain, and 
answers that the franchise has been 
given and refuses to have a meeting on 
the subject. Lawyers give opinions that 
an injunction can stop it, but nobody 
applies. In a day or.two more tne track 
will be complete, and then will come the 
problem of more overhead wires. 

Five different lines will then operate 
cars on the avenue, and this scene of ac- 
tivity wil] be in plain view from the front 
steps of the capitol, the show place of the 
city. 

City Attorney Resigns. 

Major R. E. Steiner resigned today as 
city attorney. His firm are attorneys for 
the new street car company and some 
public. criticism has been passed on his 
advice to the council that a franchise is 
binding and nothing can be done to in- 
terfere with the laying of tracks on Dex- 
ter avenue. He says that he was going 
to get out January 1 any way, and now 
resigns that tne council may elect, if it 


differently.

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VETERANS’ HOME DEDICATED. 


Kentucky Provides Resting Place for 

Old Soldiers. 
» Pewee Valley, Ky., October 2.—iIn the 
presence of a large gathering of confed- 
erate veterans and their families and 
friends, the Kentucky Confederate Vet- 
erans’ home was dedicated here this af- 
ternodn. The exercises began at 2 o’clock, 
and a number of the most prominent 
confederate veterans in the state par- 
ticipated in the ceremonies, which con- 
sisted of addresses interspersed with 
music. 

After an invocation by the Rev. E. 
Green, chaplain of the Kentucky division 
of the United Confederate Veterans, and 
a speech of welcome by Mayor Wood- 
ruff; of Pewee Valley, addresses were de- 
livered by General Joseph H. Lewis, 
former commander of the Orphan brigade, 
representing the infantry; by Captain W. 
T. Ellis, representing the artillery. Colo- 
nel Bennett H. Young, president of the 
home association, then presented the 
home to Governor Beckham, who in an 
appropriate speech received it on benalf 
of the state. 

The home, which was formerly used for 
a summer hotel, will accommodate over 
one hundred veterans, and is thoroughly 
equipped for immediate use. It is the out- 
growth of a movement started in Louis- 
ville some time ago by the Albert Sydney 
Johnson chapter, United Daugaters of 
the Confederacy, and further promoted by 
Captain D. G. Parr, of this city, who gave 
the first large contribution to the cause. 
At the last session of the Kentucky 
legislature an appropriation was made for 
the purpose of founding the home, and 
the dedication today was the result of 
tnis action. The home will be under the 
joint management of the Kentucky Con- 
federate Veterans’ Association and board 
of trustees appointed by the governor of 
the state.

Serious Disturbances Have Occurred 
at Dunkirk, France. 

Paris, October 23.—Serious strike dis- 
turbances occurred. at Dunkirk today. 
Barricades were erected and fhe cavalry 
was compelled to charge the rioters. Some 
of the latter were killed or wounded. A 
mob set fire to barrels of oil and other 
goods on the quays, and also set fire to 
the hoyse of a mine owner. Martial law 
has been proclaimed at Dunkirk.

ernor—Uniform Teéxt-Book Bill 
Is Introduced by West, of 
Lowndes—Committee 
on Rules Named. 


The house had only about an hour yes- 


terday for the transaction of general busi- 


ness before the joint séeasion, but duting 
that time managed to get through with 


the governor's message and briefly dis- 
cuss the depot bill. 


The first debate of the session came up, 
curiously enough, on the depot question, 


and it promised to be lively and inter- 


esting when it was cut short by the ar- 
rival of the house for the joint session. 
Hon. J. H. Hall, of Bibb, brought the 
matter up when the governor's message 
had been concluded and clearly indicated 
his desire that something should be done 
without delay in the matter of a depot on 
the state’s property. 

When the message had been read, Mr. 
Hall moved that so much. of the message 
as related to a new depot on the state’s 
property be referred to a special commit- 
tee of five for full investigation and re- 
port. 

The motion was put and the viva voce 
vote seemed evenly divided. Mr. Hall 
called for division, and then the discus- 
sion began before the final vote was 
taken. / 

Mr. George, of Morgan, addressed the 
house briefly on the resolution, asking for 
an explanation of it. He did not under- 
Stand what was wanted, he said, nor did 
he see the necessity of such action. 

Mr. Hall said, in advocacy of his motion, 
that it was absolutely necessary that 
something be done for the preservation of 
the state’s property, which, as every one 
knows, is rapidly going to decay. The 
property is now under lease to the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis railroad, 
and if it is the duty of the lessee to repair 
it and put it in good condition, the les- 
see should be made to do it. If a new 
depot is needed, this should be determined 
at once and whatever is necessary to 
keep the state’s property from depreciat- 
ing in value or going to ruin should be 
done. Mr. Hall said he wanted the com- 
mittee to investigate the whole subject 
and report to the house without delay 
just what should be done. 

Mr. Hall was stopped before he conclud- 
ed his speech, as the hour for the joint 
session had arrived and the subject will 
be taken up again this morning. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, introduced a resolu- 
tion providing for the appointment of a 
standing committee, to be known 
as the finance committee, to which 
shall be referred all bills and 
resolutions providing for rasing money 
for expenses and support of all state in- 
stitutions... Mr. Hall said such bills are 
now referred to two committees, the ap- 
propriations committee and the committee 
on ways and means. He asked imme- 
diate consideration for the résolution bes 
cause he said it would relieve the speak- 
er of some-embarrassment in the appoint- 
ment of his committees. Under the rules, 
however, the resolution had to Iie over 
until this morning, when it wili be actel 
on. 

Inauguration Programme. 

Mr. Felder, of Bibb, introduced a reso- 
lution providing for the appointment of a 
committee of three from the house and 
two from the senate for the purpose of 
arranging for the inauguration of the 
new governor. The inauguration will 
take place tomorrow at noon, when the 
house and senate will meet in joint ses- 
sion for the purpose of inducting Into 
effice Hon. Joseph M. Terrell. President 
Howell, of the senate, will preside, as is 
customory over the joint session, and will 
make a brief address welcoming the new 
governor to the executive chair. 

The oath of office will be adsninistered 
t othe new governor by Chief Justice T. 
J. Simmons, of the supreme court, and 
Governor Terrell will then deliver his 
inauguration address. The inauguration 
ceremonies are usually brief, but inter- 
esting, impressing upon all the import- 
ance of the oceasion and of the office 
which is thus transferred from the out- 
going to. the incOming governor. 

‘Uniform Text-Books. 

The first bill introduced in the house 
was by Mr. West, of Lowndes, its pur- 
pose being to amend and alter the school 
laws by establishing and maintaining 
a uniform course of text books to be used 
in all the common schools of the state, 


carry into effect the ‘provisions of the 


act. 

The bill provides for the appointment 
by the governor of five other citizens of 
Georgia, including the chancellor of the 
state university, who shall act with the 
state board of education as a commis- 
sion for a term of five years, to be known 
as the “Georgia book commission.”” The 
governor is to be president and the state 
school commissioner executive officer of 
the commission. 

The commission is directed to advertise 
tor bids for school books to be furnished 
for a period of five years, the bidder to 
submit samples of books and deposit a 
certified check for $500 to cover all costs 
and damages. 

The bill provides in a general way how 
uniform, non-sectarian and non-sectional 
pooks shall be ‘contracted for, and says 
the contractor shall give bond for com- 
pliance with the terms of the contract. 
It ig provided that the act shall go into 
effect January 1, 1904, and then no book 
cah be changed for a period of five years 
except by @ three-fourths vote of the 
commission. Compengation at # a day 
is provided for the outside members in 
addition to actual , while only 
actual expenses are allowed the state 
officials on the board, The bill was re- 
ferred to the committee on education. 

The following new bill was also intro- 
duced by Mr. West, of Lowndes: 

To create and organize a new ‘judicial 
circuit of the superior courts of this 
state, to be Called the Valdosta circuir, 
com of the counties of Lowndes, 
This 
pill provides‘ for taking counties from the 
Southern, Brunswick and Oconee cir- 


cuits.

Chairmman Hillyer 
and Secretary Cooper were instructed 
to watch the progress of the measure 
and to call on any othér members of the 
committee when their services. were 
deemed necessary. ; 

Report 6f Council. 

The report of the special councilmanic 
committee on charter revision is sched- 
uled to come up before council for con- 


sideration Monday, and that body will 
also probably have a charter bil! intro- 
duced in the legislature. The legislators 
will then be called on to adopt which- 
ever of the two charters they consider 
will best serve the interests of the city. 
The citizens’ committee announced yes- 
terday afternoon that it is not Its inten- : 
tion, by presenting its bill to the legisla- 
ture, to in any way antagonize the city 
council] or prevent it from pushing its 
bill. 

The charter, or charters, if both are 
introduced, will be referred to a commit- 
tee, and any one who has any objections 
to offer can mdke them before the com- 
mittee. After considering all of the: pro- 
visions and hearing argument the com- 
mittee will then frame its report. 

The meeting yesterday afternoon was | 
called by Judge Hillyer, in order that the 
charter could be placed before the legis- 
lature during the early part of the ses- 
sion, and in order that there might be 
as little delay as possible in the final 
action. The meeting was brief, the intro- 
duction of a resolution providing for the 
immediate introduction of the bill and 
the reading and approval of the memorial 
constituting the principal business. 

The Jackson Resolution. 

The resolution was introduced by Ma- 
rion M. Jackson, and is as foilows: 

“Resolved, first, That the proposed new 
charter, ase ‘finaily adopted and agreed 
on by this committee, be presented to the 
general assembly, accompanied by a me- 
morial, suitably framed, showing the 
manner in which this committee was 
raised and setting forth the nature and 
result of its labors. 

“Resolved, second, That information be 
laid before the mayor and general coun- 
cil showing this action, and accompanied 
with the explanation that it is not in- 
tended thereby to cut off any purpose 
or desire, if such there be, on the part of 
that body for conference and comparison 
of views with this committee, but that 
it is deemed important, owing to the lim- 
ited time during which the session of the 
legislature will continue, that the meas- 
ure should be introduced into that body 
and all possible time saved and the busi- 
ness facilitated by having the bill receive 
the readings required by the constitution 
and having it.referred in the usual man- 
ner, as doubtless it will be, to some ap- 
propriate committee of that body.”’ .

COMMISSION ASKS CHANGES. 


New Laws Wanted To Enable Rail- 
road Commission To Enforce 
Compliance with Orders. 
Copies of the annual report of the rail- 
road commission, in which important 
tecommendations are made, were dis- 
tributed among the members of the legis- 

lature yesterday. 

The commission says the history of tne 
body demonstrates it is not only possible 
to regulate justly the business of com- 
mon carriers in the state, but that such 
regulation is indispensable to the welfare 
of the state and to the protection of its 
citizens. 

The commission calls attention to the 
fact that many complaints are made of 
the failure and refusal of railroads, par- 
ticularly at non-competitive points, to re- 
ceive, receipt for and promptly forward 
freight. While tne commission has ample 
power to: prescribe and regulate rates of 
freight, it has never been given the 
power to prescribe the time within which 
common carriers should receive, receipt 
for and forward freights offered for 
shipment. .The commission asks the 
passage of an act conferring upon it this 
important power. 

The commission also asks tnat it be 
given the power to require railroads to 
construct and maintain sidetracks 
wherever the public convenience demands 
them. Side tracks are quite as necessary 
sometimes as are depots, says the com- 
mission, and the fegisiature has seen fit 
to empower the commission to require
